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lections and designation on the All-American list has 

already become the most prized honor of the show 
season. The making of the selections, therefore, has come 
to be a responsible task and one which the members of 
the Committee of Selection meet in that spirit. The All- 
American committee is composed of the judges at the Na- 
tional Dairy Show, Eastern States Exposition, the Water- 
loo Dairy Cattle Congress and the Pacific International 
Live Stock Exposition, with the Editor of the World as an 
ex-officio member. In this way, several members of the 
committee have usually seen a large proportion of the 
leading show animals of each year and are in a position 
to select the animals best deserving of these honors. The 
committee this year consisted of Mr. W. S. Moscrip, who 
judged at the National Dairy Show and the Pacific Inter- 
national; Mr. Axel Hansen, who judged at the Eastern 
States Exposition, and Mr. John L. Smith, who judged at 
Waterloo. All three members of the committee, together 
with the ex-officio member, had attended many of the other 
leading shows of the season, both in the United States 
and Canada. Competition in many of the classes was 
keener than ever before and while the committee was 
unanimous on a majority of the selections, we have to 
report that there was a division of opinion in a few in- 
stances and in these cases the majority ruled. We believe, 
however, that the final selections will meet with very 
general approval in that they represent very satisfactory 
quality throughout. 

There is a somewhat wider distribution of the places 
on the All-American in regard to ownership and geographi- 
cal limits than was the case last year. This year, six 
states and two Canadian provinces won All-American 
places and no one owner has more than two animals or 
groups so honored. In fact, Billiwhack Stock Farm, Santa 
Paula, California, is the only owner winning more than 
one place on the All-American, although Raymondale Farm 
in addition to one All-American group has two animals 
given honorable mention and Pabst Holstein Farms and 
Hargrove & Arnold, each with one place on the All-Ameri- 
can, have one additional for honorable mention. 


Three of the six bulls winning a place this year have 
been previous winners of All-American positions. Jo- 
hanna Rag Apple Pabst, the All-American aged bull, took 
this honor last year as a three-year-old and in 1923 as a 
two-year-old. Sir Francy Mercena Burke, who finally won 
the place in the 3-year-old class, is also on for the third 
successive ‘year, having been the All-American junior year- 
ling in 1923 and All-American two-year-old in 1924. An 
explanation is due in the case of this bull. It will be re- 
called that at the National Dairy Show, he was beaten in 
class, under Judge Moscrip, by Tritomia Pietertje Ormsby 
Lad, a son of the 1921 National Grand Champion. His 
feet were bad at the National this year and it was this 
difficulty in moving around that put him down to second 
place under the Tritomia bull. A month later at the 
Canadian Royal, Mr. Moscrip saw him again and the im- 
provement resulting from trimming his feet was so marked 
that there was no question in Moscrip’s mind that he 
stood out as the best three-year-old of the year in the form 
displayed at Toronto and the committee so decided, with a 
minority vote for Tritomia Pietertje Ormsby Lad. 

The two-year-old bull class was another very close fit 
between Sir Fobes Ormsby Hengerveld and Brookholm 
Inka, the former finally receiving first call for the AIl- 
American and Brookholm Inka being given very honor- 
able mention. They are a great pair. The senior yearling 
class also was very closely contested with three leading 
candidates very close together in merit. Sir Star Laura 
Segis. finally received the designation of the committee, 
with honorable mention to King Pietertje Ormsby Piebe 
50th and Plaut Harcourt Creator. These bulls never com- 


T is the fourth year of the World All-American se- 


“wpeted in the same ring except the first two mentioned at 


the National where Sir Star Laura Segis was first and K. 
P. O. P. 50th second in class. General Homestead Mer- 
cedes, last year’s All-American calf, received a unanimous 
vote for the junior yearling class on the strength. of his 
showing at tle end of the year although he was beaten 
several times under different judges earlier in the season. 
Berylwded Prince Beauty De Kol received the uanimous 
vote of the committee for first place in the bull calf class 
and was quite outstanding. in his class, most considera- 
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tion probably being given to Duke Asiatic Ormsby, who 
was junior champion bull at the Eastern States Exposi- 
tion, and Overhill Jumbo Pontiac Sylvia, the National 
winner. 


In the females, the aged cow class gave the committee 
considerable trouble and the situation was complicated 
from the standpoint of publication from the fact that the 
picture of one of the leading candidates for the honor 
failed to show her in a form comparable to that which she 
displayed when winning one of her most important grand 
championships. Sara Ann Duplicate was the final choice 
of the committee and a very satisfactory one, as she is a 
proven producer with a yearly record of 1161 lbs. butter 
and over 28,000 lbs. milk in a year in four-year-old form. 
It was the closesf sort of a contest, however, with Belle 
Calamity Wayne, grand champion at the National Dairy 
Show and at the Canadian Royal, while those who saw 
Countess Abbekerk Hiemke at the earlier shows in Canada 
before she had gone through a serious time at freshening 
maintain that she deserved the All-American honor. Both 
of the last named are given honorable mention and either 
would make a satisfactory All-American aged cow. All 
three have demonstrated outstanding production along 
with their pleasing type. The winner is a Canadian bred 
cow and the two reserves are Canadian bred and owned. 


The four-year-old class was not as_ sensational, al- 
though a very satisfactory top was found in the Oregon 
heifer, Kathryn Ormsby Bos De Kol, with a good runner-up 
in Ruby Fayne Posch, a Canadian heifer. Jennie De Kol 
Segis Walker, in the three-year-old class, has been a con- 
sistent winner although this class has been uniformly 
weak both east and west throughout the whole season. 


The twor;year-old class requires explanation, also, as 
the winner was beaten at the National Dairy Show by the 
heifer receiving honorable mention. This is another case 
of marked improvement between the time of the National 
Dairy Show and the Canadian Royal and on the form 
shown at Toronto, Alcartra Colantha Ormsby would have 
beaten any two-year-old that has come out at our shows 
this year. She was over-bagged at the National and 
showed less middle than was the case at Toronto. Oak- 
wood Piebe Allie, the National winner, receives honorable 
mention and in fact was the minority choice of the com- 
mittee for All-American honors. She is in several respects 
sweeter than Alcartra Colantha Ormsby but does not show 
the evidences of production. 

Lady Posch Susie, on the strength of her winning the 
senior yearling class at the National Dairy Show, Cana- 
dian National Exhibition and the Canadian Royal, easily 
had the call in this class. The problem was easy also in 
the junior yearling class with Pabst American Beauty re- 
ceiving the unanimous vote of the committee. This heifer 
has gone through a strenuous show season undefeated 
for junior championship honors and with three grand 
championships at major fairs. She has covered the strong- 
est state fair circuit and three of the four national shows 
without a blemish upon her record. Nothing but a sensa- 
tional animal could win the junior yearling class this 
year, however, as there were two other heifers out good 
enough to receive honorable mention along side Pabst 
American Beauty. These were Lady Iris Homestead De 
Kol, an Oregon heifer, and Bonheur Abbekerk Posch 2d 
of the Province of Quebec. There probably never has been 
a year when three such heifers came out in a single class. 
Unfortunately, they never met in the show ring. Graham- 
holm Hazel Colantha was the outstanding choice for the 
heifer calf class. She won both at Waterloo and the Na- 
tional and over a strong state fair circuit. 


To King Pietertje Ormsby Piebe goes the honor of 
producing the All-American get of sire for 1925 as he did 
for 1924, he being thus the first sire to win this honor 
more than once. The group selected was that shown at 
the New York State Fair and is made up of King Pietertje 
Jewel Korndyke, grand champion at Central States Ex- 
position, Ohio State Fair, Brockton, and elsewhere; K. P. 
O. P. 36th, grand champion at Trenton Tri-State Fair and 
first prize winner in the three-year-old class consistently 
over the state fair circuit. K. P. O. P. 50th, a consistent 
winner in the senior yearling class, who received honor- 
able mention for the All-American, with Sunny Lady 3d as

and appreciation for the publicity value of the show 

ring were evident in the Holstein shows of 1925. 
The record breaking numbers of our breed brought out in 
1924 were substantially exceeded during the season just 
closed and it is safe to say that a larger number of Hol- 
steins than ever before passed in review under the eyes 
of judges than in any previous season. This support of 
the leading shows was strong locally in nearly every in- 
stance with a larger number of herds out on an extended 
circuit, covering the most of the fall season than was the 
case even in the record breaking season of 1924. 

That the importance of production along with type 
is not being overlooked by our breeders is evident from 
the number of high record cows makingethe circuit and 
the younger animals representing outstanding backing 
from a production standpoint. In one notable state fair 
ring, New York’s show at Syracuse, the first five cows out 
of a ring of over fifty had records above 1,000 lbs. butter 
or its equivalent in heifer form and the five actually av- 
eraged well over the 1000-lb. mark. The improvement in 
the general average quality of the younger classes was 
noteworthy, the older female classes, perhaps by com- 
parison not showing up as strongly and satisfactorily from 
the standpoint of quality. 

During the show season, the World has devoted a large 
proportion of its space to detailed reports of the impor- 
tant Holstein shows and the presentation of pictures of 
the animals that have been winning. Members of the 
World staff have personally covered the Holstein show 
at the National Dairy’ Show Waterloo Cattle Congress, 
Eastern States Exposition, the Northwest Dairy Exposi- 
tion at the Minnesota State fair, the Central States Ex- 
position, the state fairs of Wisconsin, Illinois, Iowa, Ohio, 
Michigan, New York and Maryland, and in Canada the 
Canadian National Exhibition and the Canadian 
Royal. For the first time since 1920 we 
were unable to have a staff man present at the Pacific 
International but found a very acceptable substitute in 
our regular Pacific Northwest correspondent. This makes 
a total of two more fairs covered personally however, than 
was the case last year, the additions to the list being 
the Canadian National Exhibition and Iowa and Mary- 
land state fairs. Reports in detail from special repre- 
sentatives have told the stories of other leading fairs of 
the year, ranging from Brockton and Trenton in the 
east and Georgia in the south, to California, Oregon and 
Washington on the west coast and the Prairie Provinces of 
Canada, Ottawa, Ormstown, etc., on the north and in- 
cluding the many strong shows of the corn belt and south- 
western section. 

As in the past, we propose to present in this review 
merely the high lights*of the different shows, the wealth 
of material making necessary the most drastic conden- 
sation, while the array of pictures of the leading winners 
of the year will, as in the past, make up the most inter- 
esting part of the story. 

Among the breeders whose cattle have done especially 
well during the year over extended circuits of the big- 
line fairs, we may mention Pabst Holstein Farms, Ocono- 
mowoc, Wisconsin, who took them as they came through- 
out the middle west including Waterloo and the National, 
ending up at Portland and the American Royal on their 
way back home; Hargrove & Arnold, Norwalk, Iowa, who 
started out in their home state of Iowa, worked east 
through Michigan and over a strong eastern circuit back 
to the National; Minnesota Holstein Company, Austin, 
Minnesota, and Grahamholm Farm, Rochester, Minnesota, 
who maintained the reputation-.of Minnesota at the blue 
ribbon fairs of the middle west; Iowana Farms, Daven- 
port, lowa, Jefferson County Asylum, Jefferson, Wisconsin, 
Forum Holstein Farm, Dike, Iowa, Joseph E. Piek, Hart- 
ford, Wisconsin, R. V. Rassmussen, Deerfield, Illinois,. and 
a group of Waukesha County, Wisconsin, breeders building 
around Carnation Milk Farms, Halbach Bros., L. V. Gar- 
vens, and othets contributing to a strong herd, making 
the middle western circuit up to and including the Na- 
tional; J. D. McDonald, West Salem, Wisconsin, who ended 
his season at Waterloo; Clark & Smith Long Run, Ken- 
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tucky, who centered their activities in the states adjoin- 
ing their home state of Kentucky, ending up at the Dairy 
Show; F. P. Knowles of Auburn, Mass., who concluded a 
successful eastern season by making a good showing, par- 
ticularly in the younger classes at the National; Essex 
Farms, Riderwood, Maryland, Pinery Farms, Mentor, Ohio, 
and Karl Nimes, East Orwell, Ohio, Summit Farms, 
Davidson, Maine, and others who made the principal fairs 
of the east; Elmer Frazier, Middletown, Indiana, The Iowa 
State Board of Control, Woodward Iowa, and A. F. Ran- 
dolph, Canton, Illinois, who took the earlier shows of the 
middle west and finished up on a strong southern circuit; 
Ward & Leonard, Pawhuska, Oklahoma, R. M. Barker, 
Carrollton, Kentucky, Carl E. Rudolph, Deerfield, Illinois, 
who took the“leading fairs from Ohio and Indiana and 
Illinois southward; Modern Woodmen Sanatarium, Wood- 
men, Colorado, A. J. King, Kansas City, Missouri and F. E. 
Prince, Pittsburg, Texas, who worked through the corn 
belt and southwestern section from Colorado east and 
Nebraska south; South Dakota State College, which made 
its presence felt at the two great sectional shows of 
Waterloo and the National, and Billiwhack Stock Farm, 
Santa Paula, California, which made the most active cir- 
cuit of any of the Pacific Coast breeders. 


In Canada, we find W. J. Elgie of Sault Ste. Marie, 
Ontario, again cleaning up the Prairie Province circuit 
before coming back east to do well at the three leading 
shows of eastern Canada and with strong representation 
at our National Dairy Show; Haley & Lee, Springford, 
Ontario, with their customary strong showing at the 
Canadian National, Central Canada Exhibition, Canadian 
Royal and our own National; J. W. Innes, Woodstock, 
Ontario, who did well over the same circuit, and Raymon- 
dale Farm, Vaudreuil, Quebec, and Mount Victoria Farms, 
Hudson Heights, Quebec, who were factors of decided im- 
portance at the leading shows of eastern Canada; Colony 
Farms, Essondale, British Columbia, who invaded the 
east with some success at the Canadian Royal after doing 
well at the coast Province exhibitions, as did Agassiz 
Experimental Farm, Agassiz, B. C. The show herd of 
the late Alfred E. Hulet was missed on the Canadian cir- 
cuit, although his lines of breeding were well represented 
in other herds that had secured strong additions to their 
show herds at the Hulet Estate dispersal. Strong factors 
of last year that were missing at American shows were 
the herds of Marlow & Randall and Mudcura Farms of 
Minnesota, Monclova Stock Farm of Ohio and John M. 
Kelley Farms of Wisconsin, all of which were dispersed 
following the show season of 1924. 


THE NATIONAL AND SECTIONAL SHOWS 
The National Dairy Show 


A total of 231 head were brought out in the individual 
classes, forty-eight exhibitors from eleven’ states and 
Canada being successful in placing inside the money. 
The bull classes averaged to be of better quality than 
the female divisions in which some of the classes were 
hardly up to National standard. Minnesota Holstein 
Company, Austin, Minnesota, was premier breeder and 
premier exhibitor and accomplished a feat never dupli- 
cated at a previous National of winning first place in all 
of the regular group classes. Hargrove & Arnold, Norwalk, 
Iowa, with a well-balanced string entirely of their own 
breeding were the second largest winners and closely 
pressed the Minnesota firm for the honor of being premier 
breeder. Pabst Holstein Farms was close behind in third 
place, closely followed by Grahamholm Farm, Rochester, 
Minn., with entries from Iowana Farms, Frank P. Knowles, 
Forum Holstein Farm, Carnation Milk Farms, and others 
being consistently right near the top. The awards were 
well scattered in the individual classes, no exhibitor win- 
ning more than two blues. Canadian breeders in sending 
over the winning state herd made an impressive showing 
throughout the individual classes. The Canadian cow, 
Belle Calamity Wayne, owned by Haley & Lee, Springford, 
Ontario, was grand champion of the show, while Johanna 
Rag Apple Pabst, owned Dy Joseph E. Piek, Hartford, 
Wisconsin, was grand champion male for the second suc- 
cessive time, he being the third bull in the history of the

Pabst Holstein Farms had the junior champion female 
in their sensational junior yearling, Pabst American 
Beauty, which has gone through the season undefeated for 
this honor. In connection with the champions, it is in- 
teresting to note that both junior champions are from 
dams that are former world’s record holders, while the 
grand champion cow has a ten-months’ record of 828 Ibs. 
on twice-a-day milking, one of the highest records ever 
made under these conditions, while the grand champion 
bull, a son of a 1,000-lb. three-year-old, is already proving 
to be an unusual sire of production. The young get by 
Sir Inka Superior Segis, owned and bred by Minnesota 
Holstein Company, won first for get of sire, with a get 
of Piebe Laura Ollie Homestead King, another Minnesota 
Holstein Company entry, in second place. This is the 
second successive time that first and second in this im- 
portant class has gone to this exhibitor, an unparalled 
achievement. This year’s National was held at Indianapolis, 
Indiana, and the accommodations at the state fair grounds 
were execeptionally pleasing. The weather during the 
show was favorable most of the week and the attendance, 
accordingly, was below expectations. W.S. Moscrip placed 
the Holstein ribbons for the eleventh successive year, 
with C. L. Blackman, of Ohio, as assistant. 


The Waterloo Dairy Cattle Congress 


Numbers were down a bit at the sixteenth annual Dairy 
Cattle Congress at Waterloo with just over two hundred 
head exclusive of calf club entries. It was strictly a 
quality show, however, and six states were represented, 
including Wisconsin, Minnesota and Iowa with full state 
herds and strong representation from South Dakota, IIli- 
nois and Kansas. Minnesota Holstein Company, Graham- 
holm Farm and Pabst Holstein Farms were the three 
heaviest money winners in the order named. South Dakota 
State College broke into the limelight, winning grand 
championship on their aged bull, Sir Aaggie Colantha 
Korndyke, this show marking the first defeat for the Na- 
tional Grand Champion, Johanna Rag Apple Pabst, since 
the beginning of the 1923 show season. Iowana Farms 
had the grand champion female in their famous fourteen- 
year-old matron Lady Johanna Aaggie Fayne, a daughter 
of the former Iowana herd sire, Sir Johanna Fayne. This 
old matron seems to get better year by year. Pabst had 
another junior championship with his famous National 
winner in Pabst American Beauty, junior yearling daughter 
of Creator, while J. D. MacDonald, West Salem, Wiscon- 
sin, added another to the unbroken string of junior cham- 
pionships for his senior yearling bull, Plaut Harcourt 
Creator, a grandson of Creator. Grahamholm Farms won 
the get of sire class with the young group by their fa- 
mous herd sire, Dutchland Creamelle Colantha Lad. John 
L. Smith, veteran breeder and showman from Spokane, 
Washington, officiated as judge. “ 


The Eastern States Exposition 


Holstein entries showed a substantial increase over 
any previous year at this great and growing show with 
190 head out in the open classes, which was more than any 
other breed. The New England States were well repre- 
sented, with strong exhibits from New York, Maryland, 
Ohio, Michigan and Iowa. Hargrove & Arnold, Norwalk, 
Iowa, won premier honors as exhibitor and breeder, with 
their well-balanced show herd. Grand championship for 
males for the third successive year went to Far Oaks Sir 
Homestead Darkness, a son of Piebe Laura Ollie Home- 
stead King, owned by the Connecticut Reformatory, Che- 
shire, Connecticut, while Westview De Kol Walker, owned 
by Essex Farm, Riderwood, Maryland, added another grand 
championship to her impressive list. The Hargrove & 
Arnold yearling, K. P. O. P. 50th, was junior champion male 
and Knowles brought out the junior champion female in 
his senior heifer calf, Highlawn Sylvia Cornucopia. Axel 
Hansen, of Minnesota, made the awards. The Eastern 
States Exposition with its continued growth from year to 
year in attendance and everything which makes a great 
exposition illustrates further the desirability of a perma- 
nent home for shows of this nature. 


The Pacific International 


Holsteins outnumbered any other breed at Portland, 
as always, but were somewhat down in numbers from some 
recent years with just under two hundred head. The

Smith of Hazelwood Farm, Spokane, Wash., was successful 
in winning the coveted get of sire prize, while F. R. Beals, 
of Tillamook, Oregon, won the handsome Smith tea set 
trophy for produce of dam. This was the $1,000 silver 
service donated as a trophy by the eastern guests of 1921 
and won permanently last year by John L. Smith, but re- 
donated for perpetual competition. W. S. Moscrip judged 
the Holstein classes. : 


THE STATE FAIR SHOWS 


’ Wisconsin 


The Wisconsin Holstein show this year topped in 
numbers as well as in quality its record-breaking show 
of 1924. This year there were 534 Holsteins on _ the 
ground, including the Calf Club entries, as against 526 
the preceding year, with 434 in the open classes as against 
368 in 1924. One hundred seventy-four exhibitors con- 
tributed to this great outpouring. of Wisconsin Holsteins, 
all of them being owned within the confines of the Badger 
State. They are apparently getting the habit in Wis- 
consin. In 1924 the State Association and Secretary Old- 
ham devoted a large part of the summer to rounding up 
entries and assisting to get out the county exhibits. This 
year the show went forward more largely of its own mo- 
mentum with much less effort from the state organization. 
Wisconsin evidently believes in the value of the show 
ring and the system of paying every county herd exhibit- 
ing a prize that amounts to a rebate on their freight is 
proving sound in actual practice. The feature of the show, 
perhaps, was the winning of grand championship by the 
Pabst junior yearling, Pabst American Beauty, the famous 
daughter of Creator, a most unusual and distinguished 
honor in a show of this size and quality. Senior cham- 
pionship for females went to a two-year-old, Johanna 
Wayne Rue 2d, last year’s All-American senior yearling, 
owned by Jefferson County Asylum, Jefferson, Wisconsin, 
and a daughter of their herd sire, Dutchland Creamelle 
Denver Prince. Johanna Rag Apple Pabst, owned by 
Joseph E. Piek, Hartford, Wisconsin, was grand cham- 
pion male for the second successive year, while Plaut 
Harcourt Creator, the senior yearling grandson of Creator, 
owned by J. D. MacDonald, added another to his unbroken 
string of junior championships. Pabst won the get of 
sire class with a group by Creator after a close contest 
with the get of Dutchland Creamelle Denver Prince, shown 
by the Jefferson County Asylum. The bull classes through- 
out were about the strongest we have ever seen at any 
show and the female classes were particularly strong and 
well balanced in the younger ages. Ward W. Stevens 
rounded out his third year as judge at this important show. 


Minnesota 


Over three hundred Holsteins from Minnesota, Wiscon- 
sin and Iowa made up the largest Holstein show in the 
history of Minnesota State Fair or the Northwest Dairy 
Exposition, as the dairy department of this great exposition 
is now called. The tops were good throughout, although 
the development of the county herd exhibits resulted in 
more unevenness than welike to see at our big-line shows. 
The showing of bulls was especially strong, J. D. Mac- 
Donald, of West Salem, Wis., taking all championships,

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The Holiday Number 


E TAKE a degree of pride in the presentation of 
W the 1925 Holiday Number. It is twenty per cent 

larger than the Holiday Number of a year ago 
and reflects in a measure the improved and more opti- 
mistic feeling among Holstein breeders. As in past years, 
the main features of this Holiday Number consists of the 
announcement of the All-American winners and a review 
of the show season of the past year, with a liberal pre- 
sentation of photographs of the leading winners. We be- 
lieve this number will rank as one of the most attrac- 
tive in the series and it is very pleasing to us to be able 
to record in permanent form the principal events of the 
past very encouraging show ring season. 

This is the fourth year of the formal selection of 
the World All-American and we are gratified to note the 
universal recognition which these selections receive. It 
has been placed upon a broad basis and no suspicion of 
politics, personalities or any other consideration than the 
actual merit of the animals has been allowed to enter 
into the decisions. As a result, the All-American desig- 
nation is, we believe, the most prized honor of the show 
ring and the World is glad to have had a part in the de- 
velopment of the idea. We want to pay tribute to the 
painstaking care that the members of the committee in 
every instance have given to the matter of selection and 
to express our conviction that it is this complete recog- 
nition of the responsibility of the job of selecting the All- 
American animals that has given it the standing which it 
now enjoys throughout the live stock world generally. 

World readers, who have preserved the earlier Holiday 
Numbers, giving the All-American selections, will find it 
very interesting to compare the pictorial presentations 
thus given. Those who have not preserved these numbers 
for the three years preceding can get the pictures, in the 
Type and Production Book to be published by the World 
and which will be ready for delivery to the Holstein 
public very shortly. 


The Show Season of 1925 


NE of the leading features of this number is the re- 
O view of the Holstein show season of 1925 by the 

Editorial Staff of the World. This review is the 
most complete, both in story and pictorially, of any we 
have ever presented. Each year, the World gets out two 
special numbers, the Holiday Number, being devoted prin- 
cipally to the show ring review, and the Annual Meeting 
Number, being a review of the achievements of the breed 
along production lines. Neither phase of breed develop- 
ment is complete or sufficent without the other. Real 
breed progress depends upon its well balanced develop- 
ment along both lines. 
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As outlined in the review of the 1925 show season 
there are many very encouraging features, among them 
being the large number of prominent herds sending out 
show strings over extended circuits, the wide interest and 
large patronage of the show rings throughout the season 
from beginning to end and the higher average quality, par- 
ticularly in the younger classes, along with an unusual 
amount of proven production both in the animals shown 
and in their immediate pedigrees. 


There are two features, however, that are just a little 
bit disconcerting. These were the comparative weakness 
of the older female classes at many of the shows and some 
rather violent upsets in the placings of the same animals 
from week to week under different judges. The Associa- 
tion spent considerable money and a great deal of thought 
and effort in working out the representations of the true 
type of the breed and in seleeting an official accredited list 
of judges to work at the major shows. It has also 
attempted to educate these judges along the line of uni- 
form ideas as to the application of type standards. It has 
been just a little discouraging therefore, to note the dif- 
ferences of opinion that seem to have cropped out during 
the past year when animals that have been champions at 
one important show have been down in the ruck or outside 
the money entirely at a show of the same class and with 
much the same competition shortly thereafter. 


The explanation has been offered that with large rings 
of animals, none of them outstandingly better than the 
rest, all of them good and with hair-line decisions neces- 
sary in placing them, some differences in the final awards 
would be bound to result. This is not to our mind quite 
an adequate explanation. We believe rather that it may 
be principally accounted for by the human element in the 
judges themselves. The work of the Type Committee in 
constructing the True Type animals demonstrated that 
the fundamental ideals of our leading judges were prac- 
tically the same as to what features constitute the true 
type of the breed. But it is impossible to get away from 
the human element and it is a different proposition to look 
over a ring full of live animals than it is in the seclusion of 
a committee meeting to determine perfection as expressed 
in a miniature image. Different features in the same live 
animals look differently to different judges, some of whom 
are unconsciously perhaps influenced more by some par- 
ticular feature of an animal that appeals to them and 
which causes them to overlook conscientiously some of the 
other features that may be especially objectionable to 
another judge. Absolute standardization of judging work 
we appreciate can never be expected but the industry is 
entitled to a more uniform application of accepted type 
standards than we have had during the past year. 


Will There Be a Reaction? 


OME of our breeders have expressed the fear that 
S following the large exhibits of our breed at most 

of the important fairs for the past several years 
there may be a reaction in numbers another season. The 
reason for this fear is that so many exhibitors, who have 
brought out very creditable animals to our good shows, 
have been forced to go home without any money or rib- 
bons to show for their efforts because there were so 
many more really good animals shown than there were 
awards to be made. There may be some basis for this 
fear, although the policy which many of the fairs have 
adopted of giving a substantial prize to every county herd 
exhibiting, regardless of its placing in the ring, has 
helped out on the expense money of many of the smaller 
exhibitors who would come under the class just described 
and these awards, amounting in effect to a rebate on the 
freight, have helped to smooth over the rough places and 
have had a tendency to bolster the enthusiasm and spirit 


of such exhibitors. 


We believe it would be helpful and we would like 
to see the prize committee of the Holstein-Friesian Associ- 
ation of America give some consideration to some plan 
of awarding merit ribbons to every animal worthy of rec- 
ognition brought out to our leading shows. The number 
to be awarded would be flexible and based entirely upon 
the number of such animals brought out in the several 
classes. Such an award would be inexpensive from the 
standpoint of the Association and it would provide recog: 
nition that the owner would prize and which would be of 
real value to him. We believe that a plan of this sort 
would be very helpful in overcoming the condition of 
discouragement that might result from the extremely warm 
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competition that many of our classes have shown of late. 
At some shows we have seen as high as twenty-five ani- 
mals led into the ring that were good enough for prize 
awards, but half of them or more of necessity had to go 
out without any recognition whatever. 

The idea is not particularly new, but we feel that it 
has merit and would bring benefit out of all proportion 
to its costs and would not’ add materially to the problems 
of the judge in placing the rings. There would be no 
attempt to rank them beyond the money awards. We 
would be glad to know what our readers think of this 


plan. 


Production Fundamental 


HE prominence given to type and the show ring in 
T this special number and during the fall show season 

must not be construed as indicating any lack of ap- 
preciation on our part of the fundamental importance of 
production. It is fundamental for the very practical rea- 
son that profitable economic production is the corner- 
stone of the popularity of our breed. The truly successful 
breeder is the one who is able to combine the accepted 
ideal type of the breed with heavy, persistent, well-bal- 
anced production. Enduring success as a breeder cannot 
be achieved when either type or production is absent. 

Our show ring experience demonstrates strikingly that 
the combination of type and production is possible of 
achievement and that such a combination holds the great- 
est reward for the breeder. At best, however, only a 
small proportion of our breeders will be active participants 
in our show rings and the greatest opportunity that lies 
before the Holstein-Friesian Association of America is to 
gwork out some method that will be practical under con- 
ditions existing in this country by which it can give official 
recognition for the guidance of breeders, new and old, to 
all animals of our breed, measuring up to standards of 
type and production that stamp them as worthy of recog- 
nition as seed stock. 

The committee from our association which studied con- 
ditions in Holland last summer was much impressed with 
the Holland system of selective registration and the 
progress along the line of uniformly high quality Holland 
breeders have been making. The Holland system includes 
a production record and rigid inspection as to type before 
final registration of the animal is granted. The Holland 
system, as a compulsory regulation, is doubtless imprac- 
tical for application in this country on account of the 
numbers of the breed and the expense and problems of 
inspection over such a wide area as we include. The 
best thinkers among our breeders, however, are coming 
more and more to the view that some system of advanced 
or super registration that will take into account both 
type and production is feasible and would mark a great 
step forward in the development of the Holstein-Friesian 
breed in America. Our Canadian brothers have already 
put into operation a system of inspection of bulls for ad- 
vanced registration and they are so well pleased with 
the way it is working out that they are looking forward 
to the time in the not far distant future when they can 
apply a similar system to their females. Breeders in the 
United States should not postpone until they are forced 
to it as a matter of self-preservation the working out of 
the details of a selective plan, but should make this one 
of the foremost items upon the program for our Holstein- 
Friesian organization to accomplish. 

A start was made in the General Welfare Committee, 
appointed about two years ago and which brought in the 
plan for a type section in the Advanced Register. Experi- 
ence since that report was submitted to the 1924 conven- 
tion has not demonstrated the practicability of the idea 
of assigning a definite score to our animals for publica- 
tion in the Advanced Register. But there are other ways 
eminently practicable by which the same general results 
may be attained. 

The recommendations of the General Welfare Com- 
mittee at the Richmond Convention in 1924 were referred 
to the Board of Directors. Since that time, the Board 
has been getting additional data and information on the 
subject and we hope that at the earliest moment it will 
take steps to constitute another committee which will 
have the responsibility of bringing in definite recommen- 
dations on this subject for the consideration of the annual 
convention. 
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American Dairy Federation Holds Annual 
Meeting 


Constructive Program Adopted—Division of Herd Book 


Registries Condemned. 

EK. M. Bailey of Pittsburgh, who has been Chairman of 
the Executive Committee of the American Dairy Feder- 
ation for the past two years, was elected President at 
the annual meeting in Chicago, Wednesday, December 2d. 
Honorable Frank O. Lowden, who has been president for 
the two years past, was unanimously re-nominated, but 
positively declined to serve for another year. 


Other officers elected were: Vice-President, John D. 
Miller of New York; Treasurer, J. A. Walker of Chicago; 
Executive Committee, E. M. Bailey, ex-officio; C. Oscar 
Ewing of Louisville, Kentucky; John D. Miller of New 
York; Walter L. Cherry of Cedar Rapids; A. J. Glover of 
Ft. Atkinson; Charles L. Hill of Rosendale, Wisconsin; 
Dr. George L. McKay of Chicago; M. D. Munn of Chicago. 
A. M. Loomis was re-appointed Secretary of the Executive 
Committee. 

The Federation adopted two resolutions of importance: 

The first was against any division of authority as to 
the herd books or registries of existing dairy associations 
of the five recognized breeds of dairy cattle. 

The second was in favor of more rapid progress in 
the work of eradicating bovine tuberculosis, because of 
the fact that the more quickly this can be done, the more 
cheaply the final result can be accomplished. To this 
end, the Federation asked that the Congressional appro- 
priation of the work this year be increased one million 
dollars over the appropriation made the last year. 

Eight specific pieces of Federation work 
authorized: 


were 


One—To assist the Bureau of Dairying of the United 
States Department of Agriculture by the appointment of 
a Federation committee which should confer at intervals 
with the officials of the Department and make recommen- 
dations to the Federation. 


Two—To secure more uniformity as to standards and 
regulations concerning all dairy products, by the creating 
of a Federation committee on standards whose services 
are to be placed at the disposal of member organizations 
as requested. 

Three—Opposition in every legal way to the displace-. 
ment of dairy products in the diet of the people, by the 
creating of a Federation committee which should work 
with the National Dairy Union and other member organi- 
zations for this purpose. 


Four—To investigate the problem of advertising milk 
by special breed designations and to assist in bringing 
about a uniform policy which will be to the best interests 
of the entire industry, by the appointment of a committee 
which will confer with representatives of the member 
organizations most interested to ‘study the subject and 
make recommendations to the Federation. 


Five—To establish a committee in cooperation with the 
National Dairy Council to consider the advisability of 
publicity in the interest of the dairy industry and its serv- 
ice to humanity; to support and supplement the work 
now being done by the National Dairy Council and report 
its recommendations to the Executive Committee with 
power to act. 


Six—tTo assist the colleges, extension agencies, and all 
other agencies engaged in cow testing association, better 
sires, better care, and better feeding campaigns, by or- 
ganizing a Federation committee to cooperate with the 
National Dairy Association to study this subject and 
report to the Executive Committee which was given power 
to act. 


Seven—To assist in extending the work of tuberculosis 
eradication. A special committee -was appointed on this 
matter to give force and effect to the resolution referred 
to above and present the matter to the Appropriation Com- 
mittees of Congress. This committee consists of A. J. 
Glover, Editor of Hoard’s Dairyman; Honorable Frank O. 
Lowden, and F. P. Willitts, Harrisburg, Pa. 

All member associations are to be asked to cooperate 
in this campaign for proper study of the work of eradicai 
ing bovine tuberculosis.

the fourth member. This daughter has been a high money 
cow all around the circuit, including the National. 

A division of opinion occurred also in the selection of 
the produce of dam group. Opinion finally narrowed down 
to the Pabst group out of Lisle Colanthus Gladi Korndyke, 
composed of Pabst American Beauty and her full sister 
owned by R. V. Rasmussen but shown with the Pabst herd 
much of the season, and the Raymondale pair out of Miss 
Aaggie Johanna Mercedes. This group consisted of Brook- 
holm Inka, reserve All-American two-year-old bull, and a 
junior yearling heifer that was good enough to win junior 
championship at the Canadian National Exhibition. This 
group won the produce at the Canadian Royal, Central 
Canada Exhibition, Ottawa Winter Fair and other major 
shows of Canada, while the Pabst pair, although defeated 
at the National by a hair-line decision, were consistent 
winners over the great circuit made by the Pabst show 
herd. The two groups never competed together. So close 
was the decision that it is impossible to say how it would 
have been decided except for the fact that no photograph 
of the Pabst produce was available to show with the All- 
American display and a very creditable picture of the 
Raymondale produce was on hand.

SURVEY CONFERENCES’ BRING 
OUT HELPFUL DISCUSSION 


Under the direction of Mrs. Medill, 
McCormick, chairman of the exten- 
sion committee of the Holstein-Frie- 
sian Association of America, the ac- 
tivities of Holstein breeders during 
the year are being reviewed in a 
series of sectional survey conferences. 
three of which have already been 
held, the others to be held early in 
December. 

These conferences, which all Hol- 
stein breeders are urged to attend, 
are planned to bring out in discussion 
the problems which have been present 
during the past year and to anticipate 
as far as possible the ones which 
will appear in the coming year. 

“It is apparent,” says Mrs. McCor- 
mick, from the conferences just held 
that dairying as far as Holstein breed- 
ers are concerned does not have a 
part in the seeming dissatisfaction of 
farmers with the results of an agri- 
cultural year just ended. It is the one 
branch of agriculture that seems 
never to encounter an emergency and 
is consistently profitable. Holstein 
dairy farmers are seeking every 
opportunity to improve their business. 
Their problems are much the same as 
those confronting any other business 
man who manufactures and sells a 
product to a consuming public and 
Holstein breeders are going about the 
solution of these problems with the 
same precision and foresight that 
characterizes the conferences of any 
ordinary business man.” 

The third of this series of meetings 
has just been held at Trenton, New 
Jersey and was attended by represen- 
tatives from every Holstein County 
Association in New Jersey and Dela- 
ware. It dealt particularly with the 
every day problems of Holstein breed- 
ers in that section. During the Paci- 
fic International Live Stock Exposi- 
tion a northwest conference was held 
at Portland, Oregon. A mid-west con- 
ference was held in Kansas City dur- 
ing the American Royal Exposition. 
The two remaining conferences of the 
series will be held at, Harrisburg, Pa., 
and Baltimore, Maryland, on the 5th 
and 7th of December.—Extension 
Service, H. F. Assn. of America. 





FIFTH K. P. O. P. SHOW HERD 
MAKES GOOD 


For the fifth successive year, Har- 
grove & Arnold selected from their 
great herd at Norwalk, Iowa, a com- 
plete show string made up of the 
descendants of King Pietertje Ormsby 
Piebe, and sent them out over a strong 
circuit, from which they returned with 
a fine collection of ribbons. This 
vear’s K. P. O. P. show herd, al- 
though not containing as many out- 
standing individual stars as they have 
shown in some years past, was one of 
the best balanced herds this breeding 
firm has ever sent on the road, and 
had contenders for top money in prac- 
tically every class, with the result 
that they were the heaviest money 
winning exhibitor at every show they 
made except the National. 

Starting the season with an invasion 
of Canada, covering two good Provin- 
cial Shows, they swung back to Mis- 
souri, followed with a successful con- 
test at their own State Fair and then 
moved eastward, stopping at the State 
Fairs of Michigan, and New York 
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and continuing to the Eastern States 
Exposition and Trenton Tri-State 
Fair; then back to the National at 
Indianapolis and after a brief rest at 
home making the Kansas National at 
Wichita and the American Royal at 
Kansas City. 

Perhaps the brightest star of the 
1925 K. P. O. P. lineup was King Pie- 
tertje Ormsby Piebe 50th, one of the 
youngest sons of K. P. O. P.,. who 
except for the National, where he 
stood second to the Junior Champion 
on a close decision, headed the senior 
yearling class every time and was 
almost invariably returned Junior 
Champion. He was selected as Re- 
serve All-American senior yearling for 
1925, and has a record of more vic- 
tories at big shows this year than 
any other bull in his class. Other 
sons and daughters of K. P. O. P. 
were also consistent winners but none 
quite as sensational as “the 50th,” 
who by the way, is owned jointly by 
Hargrove & Arnold and E. G. Heinz of 
Owatonna, Minn. 

Several different groups of the get 
of K. P. O. P. were shown at the vari- 
ous fairs, in most instances taking 
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top money. One of these groups, con- 
sisting of three sons and a daughter 
of the old bull, after winning at New 
York State Fair and Eastern States 
Exposition, was chosen as the All- 
American Get of Sire, and another 
group of three daughters and a son, 
which won at Iowa, was almost as 
good. 

In addition to the winnings of the 
K. P. O. P. show herd, at least half 
a dozen other breeders from several 
different states and Canada had de- 
scendants of this sire that won one 
or more first prizes as well as numer- 
ous championships. In fact, in the 
last seven years, descendants of K. P. 
O. P. have won no less than 425 first 
prizes and 156 championship ribbons 
at major shows in the United States 
and Canada. This showing, we be- 
lieve, is unapproached by any other 
sire, when only descendants in the 
first three generations are considered, 
and it will undoubtedly be greatly in- 
creased every year for many years to 
come.

Yates Farm, Orchard Park, N. Y., 
showed at only one major fair this 
past season—at Syracuse—but their 
lines of breeding were prominent over 
a big circuit. Daughters of two Yates 
Farm herd sires received All-American 
mention.

The other representative 
is Bonheur Abbekerk Posch 2d, re- 
serve All-American junior yearling.

Marie, On- 
tario, advises that his senior three- 
year-old, Mayd Fayne Lindley, has 
now finished her year record in sen- 
jor thro- vear-nid form with 26,701 
milk, 1,115 Ibs. fat. equivalent to 
5 lbs. butter. The average test 
year is 4.18 per cent fat. This 


is a consistent performance for this 
great heifer, who made a 30-lb. but- 
ter record at the start of her lacta- 
tion in the Ottawa Public Dairy Test, 
establishing what is probably a 
world’s record under such conditions. 
In her first lactation as a junior two- 
year-old, she broke the Canadian rec- 
ord for ten months’ production. That 
she is a creditable individual also 
is shown by the fact that she was 
second prize three-year-old at the 
Royal Winter Fair a year ago in the 
class that produced the grand cham- 
pion. This is the second record 
above 1,000 lbs. fat completed in Mr. 
Elgie’s Soo Herd on a three-year-old 
heifer, an achievement which no 
other owner has duplicated. In ad- 
dition to this splendid test work, the 
Soo Holsteins have been strong fac- 
tors at the leading Canadian shows 
and occasionally at our own National 
Dairy Show for several years past.

The Central States Exposition 


The fourth annual Central States Exposition at Aurora, 
Illinois, was one of the biggest and best Holstein shows 
of the year, bar none. Of the 730 head of dairy cattle 
entered, 379 were Holsteins, representation coming not 
only from Illinois but from Wisconsin, Iowa, Ohio and 
Oklahoma. Pinery Farms won grand championship with 
their famous K. P. O. P. son, King Pietertje Jewel Korn- 
dyke, defeating in class last year’s All-American aged bull, 
North Star Joe Homestead. Plaut Harcourt Creator, an 
undefeated junior campion of te year, started is string 
of victories at this show. He was entered here in the 
name of Mike Plaut & Company, Danville, Illinois, being 
shown at the later fairs by J. D. MacDonald, of West 
Salem, Wisconsin, who is associated with the Plauts. 
Madam Artis Wayne Denver, last year’s National grand 
champion, started the 1925 season with grand champion- 
ship after winning in a class of forty-two aged cows. 
This was her only show of the year. however, as she con- 
tracted a severe case of shipping fever before the Wis- 
consin State Fair the following week and had to be sent 
home from Milwaukee. This was the opening show also 
for the Pabst string and the first of the long series of 
junior championships for Pabst American Beauty. The 
Creator get won first here in a strong class. Bob Haeger 
made the awards. 


Illinois 


The Illinois show was impressive in quality, but down 
considerably in numbers from last year’s record-breaker. 
The Illinois breeders made a better showing than usual, 
but the southern circuit attracted some entries that had 
been expected. Pabst Holstein Farms were the heaviest 
winners with eight firsts and one junior championship, 
Pabst American Beauty adding another scalp to her belt 
in this show. Johanna Rag Apple Pabst, Joseph E. Piek’s 
famous winner, was grand champion male, Mr. Lowden’s 
Sinnissippi Farm entry, Colonel Fayne, a senior calf, be- 
ing junior champion male. Oakwood Piebe Allie, last 
year’s All-American junior yearling, showing in two-year- 
old form, was senior and grand champion female. Gra- 
hamholm made a strong showing, their get of sire by 
Dutchland Creamelle Colantha Lad being the first to win 
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over Pabst’s Creator get. Prof. J. J. Hooper, of Kentucky, 
assisted by C. S. Rhode of Illinois, made the awards. 


Indiana 
Interest in all dairy classes at Indiana State Fair seemed 
to be stimulated by the forthcoming National Dairy Show 
at the Indiana State Fair grounds. Holstein entries num- 
bered' 157 and the quality was good nearly all the way 
through. There was strong competition from outside, Iowa, 
Wisconsin and Ohio entries taking the principal honors 
and showing the wisdom of the special Indiana classes 
for the encouragement of local exhibitors. Judge J. C. 
Cort found his grand champion in the two-year-old, Sir 
Fobes Ormsby Hengerveld, owned by Halbach Brothers, 
Waterford, Wis. Wisconsin also had the junior champion 
male in Colantha Mutual Clothilde Lad, a bull calf owned by 
William Trieloff & Son, of Ft. Atkinson. Rhoda Johanna 
Pietertje, owned by the Iowa Board of Control, was grand 
champion female. Carnation Farms took first for get 
of sire on a group by their herd sire, Burton Hartog De 
Kol Ormsby. The Iowa Board of Control made an espe- 

cially good showing at this fair. 


Michigan 
The numbers at Michigan State Fair were down some- 
what, but the quality was fully up to par. One hundred 


twenty-seven animals were out in the open classes. Prin- 
cipal honors were won by the two out-of-state herds, 
Pabst Holstein Farms and Hargrove & Arnold. In view 


of the number of good cattle in Michigan, it is evident 
that Michigan breeders need to wake up a bit in the sup- 
port of their show rings. Pabst Holstein Farms had both 
grand champions, their aged bull, Sir Johanna Pauline 
Ormsby, heading the male division, and Pabst American 
Beauty, fresh from her grand championship at Wisconsin, 
taking the grand for females, a most unusual honor for a 
yearling heifer in a show of this calibre. Hargrove & 
Arnold had another junior championship to their credit 
for K. P. O. P. 50th, their junior yearling bull, and J. B. 
Jones, of Romeo, Michigan, took senior championship for 
females on his grand old 1,000-lb. cow, Oakwood Segis De 
Kol Johanna. Pabst’s get by Creator won again after a 
close fit with the K. P. O. P. get and Hargrove & Arnold 
scored one, two, three for produce of dam. Bob Haeger 
placed the ribbons. 
Ohio 

Ohio State Fair presented a creditable Holstein dis- 
play of two hundred fifty-seven head with entries from 
Kentucky, Illinois and Oklahoma to contest Ohio’s su- 
premacy. The awards were well split up. Pinery Farms 
won grand championship with their great K. P. O. P. bull, 
King Pietertje Jewel Korndyke, taking junior champion- 
ship on one of his daughters and first for get of sire with 
his offspring. Carl Rudolph, of Illinois, took the grand 
championship for females with Ivaloy Prilly Rose Hall, 
this being the third grand championship at this show for 
this good cow. R. M. Barker, of Kentucky, had the junior 
champion bull in his junior yearling, Nirvana Piebe Ormsby 
Lad. Clark & Smith, of Kentucky, made a good showing 
here also, with first prize produce of dam and a good showing 
throughout on animals of their own breeding. Seventeen 
different exhibitors had animals placing third or better. 
Bob Haeger made the awards here, as for several years 
past. 

New York 


New York’s liberal prize money attracted two hundred 
seventy-four head of Holsteins, there being full show 
strings from nine different states. Eight New York coun- 
ties competed in the County Herd Contest. The aged cow 
class, with fifty-eight entries, of which forty-four were 
actually in the competition, was unusual both in numbers 
and in that the five top cows in the money had records 
averaging over 1,000 lbs. butter, four of the number hav- 
ing from 1,000 to 1,177 lbs. and the fifth, a three-year-old 
record of 889 lbs., which would be comparable to over 
1,000 lbs. at maturity. So far as we know this showing 
has never been duplicated elsewhere. Hargrove & Arnold 
were the heaviest winners, taking a total of eight first 
prizes, four seconds, four thirds and one junior champion- 
ship. Yates Farms strongly upheld the honor of New 
York State with five firsts, four seconds and two thirds. 
Pinery Farms of Ohio also made a strong showing, while 
Dennis of Maryland (Essex Farms) had the great honor 
of carrying away both grand championships, winning the 
female division with the famous Westview De Kol Walker

season at major shows, as well as the 
only yearling of the breed to win 
three grand’ championships in one 
season. It is a wonderful tribute to 
her stamina and vigor that she went 
through two months of traveling from 
one championship to another and 
finished in wonderful condition with- 
out a single reverse. We are told that 
Mr. Pabst, who for years has made a 
practice of using the names of flowers 
in naming his heifers, has long been 
saving the name “American Beauty” 
for the heifer that would really stand 
out among all the other good heifers 
of his herd most worthy of the honor. 
Several candidates for the name got 
particular consideration recently, but 
the choice finally fell upon the little 
lady who so well lived up to her name, 

Pabst American Beauty. this year’s 
All-American junior yearling, as the 
star of the Pabst cast, was accom- 
panied by a strong supporting com- 
pany. This is proven by the fact that 
the herd, showing at these eight great 
shows, under six different judges, not 
counting associate judges, and com- 
peting with Holsteins from more than 
twenty different states and Canada 
was successful in winning no less 
than 41 first prizes, 24 seconds, 27 
thirds and 51 other prizes in addition 
to one senior championship, eight 
junior championships and four grand 
championships.

the best, and most helpful yet 
held. At most every show the classes 
were larger than in 1924, Wisconsin 
bringing out the largest exhibit, and 
the contests keener due to the im- 
provement of the “Clubbers” in pre- 
paring their animals for the show 
ring, the evidences of better care and 
feeding, and the very good type of 
the top calves. Perhaps the most 
outstanding calf brought out during 
the year was Mercedes Pontiac Ce- 
leste Judith, owned by Harvey Ku- 
chenbecker, Owatonna, Minnesota. At 
the Minnesota State Fair, this calf 
was made grand champion of the 
Calf Club show. Then Harvey en- 
tered her in the open class to compete 
with the big breeders—just to see 
what she could do. She placed sec- 
ond in the senior heifer calf class, be- 
ing beaten only by Grahamholm Hazel 
Colantha who was later made jun- 
ior champion of the show and, as you 
will see when you look over the All- 
American selections for 1925, was the 
choice for All-American senior heifer 
calf. Harvey and “Celeste” went over 
to the Waterloo Dairy Cattle Congress 
and took the blue and grand cham- 
pionship ribbons of that good Calf 
Club show. Calf Club animals are not 
allowed to compete in the open com- 





petition at this show nor at the Na- 
tional, but if Harvey's heifer could 
have been entered, one of our Staff 
members tells us, she would have 
given the senior calves at each show 
something to worry about. At the Na- 
tional, she repeated her former win- 
nings, winning over a very good calf 
from New Jersey, Rancocas L. P. Ab- 
bekerk, owned by Howard Stelle. The 
outstanding girl “Clubber” of the year 
is Effie Brown, well known to New 
York Club members for her outstand- 
ing work. She placed third at the Na- 
tional and was grand champion at her 
home state fair at Syracuse. 

We wish to call particular attention 
to the excellent work of Calf Club 
members when competing in the open 
classes with the “veteran” breeders. 
We have made a rough survey of the 
shows of the year where Calf Club 
competition with the “big” fellows is 
allowed and the showing is very cred- 
itable. Starting with North Dakota, 
entries owned by the Stutsman Coun- 
ty Calf Club placed fourth in the jun- 
ior yearling class and fourth in the 
two-year-old class. At Minnesota, as 
stated above, Harvey Kuchenbecker 
placed second in the senior heifer 
calf class, being beaten by the All- 
American heifer of the year. Arby 
Schroeder, Cleremont, Iowa, placed 
fourth and Horest H. Grass eighth

At Michi- 
gan, Jimmy MacTavish who has had 
the grand champion of the Calf Club 
show for two consecutive years, won 
fourth in the two-year-old class with 
Princess Irene Beauty Posch. The 
Hillsdale County Calf Club had entries 
placing sixth in the senior yearling 
bull class, sixth in the two-year-old 
class and fourth in the two-year-old 
class for heifers not yet in milk. New 
Jersey Clubbers broke into the money 
quite consistently in stiff competition, 
winning third in the senior yearling 
bull class, fourth on junior yearling 
bulls, sixth on three-year-old heifers 
and fifth on junior yearling heifers.

The judging contests were very keen 
this year at most every state fair and 
the winning teams from a large num- 
ber of states came to the National to 
fight it out for top honors. To Mary- 
land goes the honor of winning this 
contest for the third time in five 
years. This team was composed of 
Ralph Dunnigan, Ralph Walker and 
Stanley Sutton, and scored 3,767 points 
out of a possible 4,000. Illinois, who 
won this honor two years ago, placed 
second, with Oklahoma, Georgia and 
Iowa making up the remainder of the 
first five places in the order named. 
We hope Maryland brings home the 
bacon from England next year. 

On the next two pages, we are pre- 
senting pictures of the champions at 
all of the national shows and most 
of the state fair events, as well as 
the champion showmen and some of 
the winning county herds. We regret 
that we do not have pictures of the 
Wisconsin champions, as this was the 
largest Calf Club show of the year. 
Pictures tell the story better than 
words and every Calf Club member 
can make a study of the winning 
calves, find their weak places, and get 
busy with a blue ribbon in 1926 as 
their goal. *

Castine 
Sir Johanna Nig Ormsby, owned by F. E. Prince, of Pitts- 
burg, Texas, added another grand championship to his 
long, string, winning championship honors over Corwin 
Wimple De Kol Ormsby, the Modern Woodmen aged bull. 
The Woodmen had the grand champion female in Par- 
thenea Nudine. Forum Holstein Farms, of Dike, Iowa, 
were strong in the younger female classes and groups, 
winning also with their good two-year-old bull, Forum 
Patriarch. The Modern Woodmen had junior champion 
male also in Woodcraft Ormsby Champion and University 
of Nebraska brought out the junior champion female in 
Ormsby LaVie of U Neb., their sensational calf of last 
year. 

Kansas Free Fair, Topeka 


The development of the county herd idea accounted for 
an unusually large exhibit at Topeka this year, five county 
herds of this breed being exhibited, Shawnee County win- 
ning.

& Leonard of Pawhuska, Oklahoma, had senior champion 
female with their two-year-old, Corwin Ormsby Meta. King 
and Ward & Leonard were the heaviest winners, although 
Williams & Quantock, of College View, Nebraska, George 
Bradfield and B. R. Gosney, of Mulvane, Kansas, broke into 
the blue ribbon list.

being Colorado owned cattle. Willow Springs Farm had 
grand championship for bulls on Woodcraft Pontiac Cham- 
pion Star. This was the sensational yearling with the 
Woodmen herd last year. The Woodmen had junior cham- 
pion bull on Woodcraft Wimple DeFreule. The State 
Hospital won grand championship with their aged cow, 
Geraldina Decota Baker, the State Reformatory taking 
junior championship for females with Colorado Segis Ly- 
ons Johanna. The awards were made by L. S. Gillette. 


The National Western Live Stock Show 


The 1925 shows got off to a good start at the National 
Western Live Stock Show held at Denver, January 17-24. 
There were more Holsteins on exhibition than all other 
dairy breeds combined. The Modern Woodmen of Amer- 
ica Sanatorium, Woodmen, Colo., had the outstanding ex- 
hibit among the seventy-six entries, all of which were 
Colorado owned. Their great cow, Zwingara Segis Clo- 
thilde, All American winner for 1924, ran her string of 
grand championships up to twenty-two.

Mississippi Valley Fair 


Four exhibitors from Oklahoma, Illinois and Iowa made 
up the Holstein show at the Mississippi Valley Fair and 
Exposition at Davenport Iowa. Iowana Farms had senior 
and grand champion female with Lady Johanna Aaggie 
Fayne and their last year’s National winner, Tritomia 
Pietertje Ormsby Lad, now owned by Vial & Abbott of 
Downer’s Grove, Illinois, was grand champion male. Prof. 
Fordyce Ely of the State College placed the ribbons. 


California 


Live Stock shows were resumed in California this year 
after a vacation last season and the state fair Holstein 
show was made up of ninety-one head from eight exhibit- 
ors. It was quite a satisfactory display, the awards being 
well distributed. A popular winner of grand championship 
honors among the males was Republic Spofford Ida Lyons, 
the favorite of the California Junior Republic. Billiwhack 
Stock Farm, of Santa Paula, had the grand champion fe- 
male in Fair Oaks DeVries Nellie, junior championships 
going to El Colmo Rancho of Norwalk and P. M. Longan 
of Tulare. Billiwhack was especially string in the older 
female classes and were the heaviest winners with El 
Colmo Rancho a close second. The showing of the last 
named was especially creditable in that practically every- 
thing was young in this exhibit and was made up largely 
of the get of the famous King Korndyke Pontiac Acme. 
No exhibitor had out a complete show herd. Prof. J. B. 
Fitch, of Kansas, made the awards. 


Pacific Slope Dairy Show 

This year for the first time at this show there were 
competitive classes for dairy cattle. The quality in the 
Holstein classes was excellent, the aged cows being par- 
ticularly impressive and with strong tops fn every class. 
Billiwhack Stock Farm, Santa Paula, California, was the 
largest winner, taking all of the championships, nine blues 
in the individual classes and winning all of the groups. 
They were closely pressed, however, by the exhibit from 
Mrs. F. Stenzel, of San Lorenzo, and the string of young 
stuff from the Bridgford Holstein Company, Patterson. 
This initial attempt predicts a remarkable show next year, 
according to George S. Bulkley, of Washington, who judged 
the Holstein classes. 


Oregon 


The Holstein show at Salem was one of the largest 
and best in the history of this fair with twenty-five ex- 
hibitors and an especially strong representation of Calf 
Club boys and girls. F..R. Beals of Tillamook and F. W. 
Durbin & Son of Salem were the leading winners, Beals 
taking grand championship with his cow Fair Oaks De- 
Vries Bonnie and with five first prizes in the female 
classes. Durbin & Son had grand championship for the 
second successive year on their herd sire, Sir Walker 
Inka Homestead, and his daughter, Lady Iris Homestead 
De Kol, junior champion of the show, was one of the 
best junior yearlings out this season. Beals won first in 
all of the group classes. The awards were made by Axel 
Hansen of Minnesota. 


THE CANADIAN SHOWS 
The Prairie Province Shows 


The western Prairie Province circuit in Canada is made 
up of the exhibitions at Brandon, Edmonton, Calgary, 
Saskatoon and Regina. W. J. Elgie, of Sault Ste. Marie, 
Ontario, made another western invasion covering this 
whole circuit and was the largest single winner, taking 
grand championship at all five shows with his good cow, 
Cora Butter Girl Aaggie. His yearling bull, Sir Star Laura 
Segis, was junior and grand champion at Brandon Ed- 
monton and Calgary. At Saskatoon, he was set down in 
his class under a Hargrove & Arnold entry, this famous 
herd competing at Saskatoon and Regina. Elgie, how- 
ever, took the grand championship with his aged bull, King 
Ormsby Piebe Mercedes, a noted son of K. P. O. P. At 
Regina, Sir Francy Netherland Abbekerk, one of the most 
famous prize winning bulls of the Dominion, added another 
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grand championship to his long list. Sir Star Laura Segis 
was junior and reserve grand champion. The K. P. O. P. 
get of sire, shown by Hargrove & Arnold, was first at both 
Saskatoon and Regina. The C. P. R. Demonstration and 
Supply Farm had quite a consistent junior champion heifer 
in the senior yearling, Strathmore Miss De Winton Fair- 
childe, and this heifer, with her twin sister, were strong 
for produce of dam. 


The British Columbia Shows 


Colony Farm, of Essondale; Agassiz Experimental Farm, 
and J. M. Steves & Son, of Steveston, were the heaviest 
winners at the British Columbia shows. Agassiz had grand 
championship with their spendid aged bull, Tsussie Rajah, 
at both Vancouver and New Westminster. Colony Farms 
had a consistent grand champion female in Beaverland 
Lady Pauline, a well known winner of other years. 


The Ormstown, Quebec, Show 


This show really opens the summer show season in 
Canada, starting on June 10. Holsteins put up a splendid 
exhibition, the leading winners being D. A. McPhee of 
VanKleek Hill, Ontario; Raymondale Farm, Vaudreuil, 
Quebec, and Mount Victoria Farm, Hudson Heights, Que. 
McPhee had grand championship with his famous winner, 
Sir Francy Mercena Burke, this being his first start in 
three-year-old form. Raymondale gave him a good run 
for championship honors, however, with their two-year-old, 
Brookholm Inka. Mount Victoria took grand championship 
for females with their three-year-old, Ingleside Pietje 
Posch. Mount Victoria also had junior championship on 
their bull, King Paul Colanthus Posch. McPhee won Jun- 
ior championship for females with Tiny Mercena of Crystal 
Spring. The get of the grand champion bull won first and 
second in this show for McPhee. 


Central Canada Exhibition 


The live stock entries at Ottawa, marking the opening 
of the “A” circuit in eastern Canada, surpassed all previous 
records for this exhibition and entirely overflowed the 
housing accommodations. The Holsteins were responsible 
for a goodly part of this increase with one of the strongest 
shows ever held in Canada or anywhere else. Six exhib- 
itors divided the first prizes, Raymondale Farms having 
the largest number with six, followed by Mount Victoria 
Farms with five, a splendid showing for these two Quebec 
herds, while Haley & Lee with four, D. A. McPhee with 
three, W. J. Elgie and Arbogast Bros. accounting for the 
balance. Mount Victoria Farms were especially strong in 
the middle female classes and Haley & Lee, as always, in 
the young female classes. Sir Francy Mercena Burke, D. A. 
McPhee’s sensational three year-old, continued his grand 
championship winning career, Elgie winning another junior 
championship with his good yearling, Sir Star Laura Segis. 
Raymondale took the grand championship handily with 
Countess Abbekerk Heimke, famous daughter of Count Paul 
Posch, holding the record on three-time milking with 1,376 
Ibs. butter and over 30,000 Ibs. milk. Mount Victoria 
Farms had junior championship on their junior yearling, 
Bonheur Abbekerk Posch 2d, an undefeated heifer in a 
strong class this year. R. M. Holtby made the awards. 


The Canadian National Exhibition 


This famous Toronto fair each year lives up to its 
reputation as the greatest annual fair on the North Amer- 
ican continent. The attendance now runs well up over 
1,500,000 during the two weeks of the fair and is an insti- 
tution in which Canadians ought to, and do, take much 
pride. The Holstein show this year was a large one with 
287 head, nearly as many as the two leading competitors 
combined. The veteran breeder and show man, James 
Rettie, judged the Holstein classes. The honors were 
quite well divided among Raymondale Farm, Haley & Lee, 
D. A. McPhee and W. J. Elgie, with occasional honors to 
Arbogast Brothers, David Smith & Sons, R. S. Oliver, J. W. 
Innes, L. B. Reed and others. Sir Francy Mercena Burke 
won another grand championship for McPhee, junior 
championship going to Abbekerk Sylvia Lad, owned by 
J. W. Innes. This bull is a son of the 1922 National grand 
champion, Abbekerk Sylvia, and to win this honor he had 
to beat Elgie’s splendid Sir Qtar Laura Segis. Countess 
Abbekerk Heimke won another grand championship for 
Raymondale, duplicating her winning of the previous 
week at Ottawa, and Raymondale also had the junior 
champion female in the junior yearling, Miss Aaggie Inka

The Western Fair, London 

This show usually has much the same competition as 
at the Canadian National Exhibition, coming the week 
following. McPhee stayed away with his three-year-old 
champion and J. W. Innes’ yearling, Abbekerk Sylvia Lad, 
junior champion at Toronto, went through to grand cham- 
pionship here. Haley & Lee had the grand champion fe- 
male in their dry two-year-old, Abbekerk Susie Girl. Elgie 
scored in the aged cow and bull calf class and in two of 
the groups, while Haley & Lee also made a strong showing. 
W. H. Cherry placed the ribbons. 

The Royal Winter Fair 

4 The Holstein show at the Royal Winter Fair, held at 
Toronto, was a fitting climax to a great show season. This 
was one of the most satisfactory shows held during the 
year either side of the line. In numbers, it was far from 
being a record-breaker, but in the evenness of its quality 
and the sensational character of some of the classes, from 
a qualty standpoint, it exceeds any other show held on 
either side of the line during the past season. The aged 
cows in particular made the best showing our breed has 
put up thus far in the opinion of Judge W. S. Moscrip, who 
has probably placed more important Holstein rings in the 
past ten years than any other judge.

The Dispersal Sale of the Suydam Farms Herd, held on the farm near

She made 30 Ibs. as a Junior four 
year-old—with nearly 700 Ibs. of milk, and has just completed what is believed 
to be a world’s record—305 days’ work with over 16,000 lbs. of milk. She 
completes a three-generation 30-lb. family, being from a 33-lb. daughter of a 
21-lb. cow. Her ten months old daughter by Echo King Cynthia was bought 
by Abner Deysher for $350.00. 

J. K. Kerrick was the fortunate purchaser of Hubbavale Pontiac Lyons 
Aleartra, a 30-lb. cow with 707 Ibs. of milk, at $425.00. Brownwood Paul 
Beets De Kol had just completed a splendid yearly record in class C, of over 
19.000 lbs. of milk. She was a good buy at $430.00, and went to J. W. Van- 
Dyke, Old Bridge, N J. 

The well known cow Polly Douglas Fayne, who made 1200 Ibs. of butter 
in a year as a four-year-old, sold at nearly ten years of age and slack in one 
quarter—was sold to W. C. Voegelten, Lebanon, N. J., for $340.00. She was 
not due to freshen again until next May. 

Eleven others sold for over $300.00 including at least two blemished 
animals. All in all this sale proved to be one of the best sales in the state 
of New Jersey for several years. It truly indicates that the buying public 
is willing to pay for animals which have made proven productions and who 
are backed by animals of proven producing qualities. This is another strong 
argument for official and semi-official test.

McQUILLIN HERD TO BE DISPERSED 

One of Ohio’s best known breeders of many years’ standing is H. A. 
McQuillin of Delta, who first came into National prominence when his great 
cow, Royalton De Kol Violet. broke the world’s record for ten-year-old cows 
with a production of 1,295.56 lbs. butter from 29,949.6 lbs. milk. This was nine 
years ago, but she has always been her owner’s ideal and he has conducted 
his breeding operations with the idea of intensifying the blood of this grand 
old cow. The result is that today every member of his herd of 40 head traces 
to her. He has made other good records, several over 1,000 lbs. butter, but 
it was really Royalton De Kol Violet that made the herd what it is today. 

The iast five sires that Mr. McQuillin has used were all of 1,000-lb. breed- 
ing, two of them being sons of world’s champions. The present senior sire, 
King of the Royaltons, has an average of 1,224 Ibs. butter from 27,900 ibs. 
milk for his three nearest dams. His co-worker, the junior sire, has an av- 
erage of nearly 1,100 Ibs. butter and over 26,000 Ibs. milk for his six nearest 
dams. Both these sires are to go under the hammer along with the whole 
herd, which is to be dispersed under the management of the Ohio Holstein- 
Friesian Associal at the farm, December 22d. Among the offerings will be 
a fine lot of fresh cows and springers, nearly every one of miking age having 
a good year record, from over 600 lbs. at two years to better than 1,000 Ibs. 
butter and 25,000 lbs. milk at full age. There will also be some very choice 
bred heifers and young calves, together with just a few good bulls of strong 
long-distance ancestry. 

Mr. McQuillin has done some showing at county fairs and has taken his 
share of the ribbons. He has built up a good clean herd, having been under Fed- 
eral Supervision for several years, and the 60- to 90-day retest privilege will 
be allowed. The selling force will be Ryan and Hoover. 


KENTUCKY HOLSTEIN CLUB SALE 
The fifth annual sale of the Kentucky Holstein Club was held at Louis- 
ville, November 11.

Perhaps the leading prize winning 
Holstein herd of the Pacific Coast this 
year was the Billiwhack herd at 
Santa Paula, California, which was a 
prominent contender at the California 
State Fair and Pacific International 
and the outstanding winner at the Pa- 
cific Slope Dairy Show as well as at 
most of the best county fairs of the 
Coast. The season’s record, accord- 
ing to Manager J. W. Snodgrass was 
eight grand championships, eight sen- 
ior championships and nine junior 
championships together with no less 
than sixty first prizes. 

The get of the $110,000 bull, Prince 
Aaggie of Berylwood, which won first 
get of sire at the Pacific Slope Show 
and elsewhere, included Berylwood 
Prince Beauty De Kol, a consistent jun- 
ior champion winner, who was chosen 
All-American bull calf for this year. 

Another All-American selection from 
this herd was Jennie De Kol Segis 
Walker, the three-year-old heifer that 
stood at the head of.the line at Port- 
land, Oakland and elsewhere.

The Soo Holsteins, owned by Mr. W, 
J. Elgie, Sault Ste. Marie, Ontario, 
have been pretty consistently in the 
limelight for the past five months, 
Commencing with the Western Prairie 
Province Circuit, starting in July, the 
Elgie show herd has been on the road 
almost continuously winding up at the 
Ottawa Winter Fair the last week in 
November. While we have not the in- 
formation at hand to make a definite 
tabulation of their winnings at all of 
the fairs on this very extended circuit, 
a brief reference may be of interest.

When she came 
into the ring and received her cham- 
pionship she looked like the proverb- 
ial ‘‘million dollars,’ almost a sure bet 
for the All-American, It was a windy, 
blustery day and the photographers 
decided to wait until conditions out- 
side were more favorable to photog- 
raphy of All-American calibre. Belle, 
however, decided not to wait and pro- 
ceeded to freshen. As a result it 
was impossible to picture her as she 
looked at her supreme moment—and 
it was necessary to catch that to beat 
out Sara Ann Duplicate for the choice. 
That is one of the problems of this 
All-American business—to get  ade- 
quate pictures of the animals selected. 
Frequently in cases where the deci- 
sion is close the matter of pictures 
is allowed to settle the question. This 
is inevitable and a factor that can- 
not be ignored until such time as the 
breeding and judging of cattle shall 
have become an exact science—and 
that time will never come. All-Amer- 
ican candidates of 1926 please give 
heed. 


* * * 


A little different variation of the 
same problem was met in deciding the 
award for produce of dam. The com- 
mittee was divided between the great 
pair of heifers with which Mr. Pabst 
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won so consistently and the Raymon- 
dale group. The two groups had 
never met and it was finally decided 
to let the pictures decide. This made 
it easy, as Pabst American Beauty 
and her sister, although they had 
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gone through the hottest shows of 
the year together, have never, so far 
as we can learn, been led out and 
photographed together—a real loss to 
the pictorial historical material of the 
breed.
